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THE WORK DAY IN EUROPE 


LONGER AND WEARIER THAN MAN 


CAN WELL STAND. 


Official Reports for All Continental Coun- 


tries—Ten Hours IB a Short Day's Work, 
Women Work Ten Hours—Men Twelv« 
or More. 


A return just issued In pursuance of 


an address from thp house of commons 
throws considerable light on the question 
of working hours in Europe. 


In France the hours of adult labor are 


regulated by a series of decrees, of which 
the earliest, promulgated September, 
1848. enacts that the workingman's day 
in manufactories and mills shall not ex- 
ceed twelve hours of "effective" or actual 
labor. 
A decree issued in May, 1851. 


made exceptions, so tthat more hours 
might be worked in certain trades, 
hj 


1885 a circular was issued stating that 
the limit of twelve hours per diem was 
not to be imposed where hand power waa 
employed, but was to be confined to 
manufactories and mills in which the 
. motive power was machinery. No work- 
shops were to come under the clauses of 
the act that did not employ more than 
twenty hands in any one shed. The re- 
port says: "It is likewise to be borne in 
mind that there is in France no compul- 
sory observance of Sunday, and no day 
of habitual rest." 


"EFFECTIVE LABOR." 


The reports of the French Inspectors 


of labor appear to show that the act of 
1848 
is very loosely interpreted. 
It is 


even doubtful whether the section limit- 
ing the. actual working day to twelve 
hours was intended to include or exclude 
hours of rest 
Practically, the legal time 


is made to exclude rest. 
This makes the 


working day so much the longer 
Thus, 


one of the French inspectors states that 
the hours of attendance in factories un- 
der the act of 1848 are from 6 in the 
morning until 7 in the evening, or a total 
of fourteen hours, out of which -there 
are twelve hours of "effective labor." 
But the same authority also states that 
"effective1' time often extends to thirteen 
and fourteen hours in many weaving 
establishments. 
Finally, we are. told 


that, "as a rule," it may be taken that 
Frenchmen employed in factories are 
present in the shops at least fourteen 
hours out of every twenty-four. 


Among the countries having no laws 


affecting the hours of adult labor, Ger- 
many is conspicuous. Employers, how 
ever, cannot force their servants to work 
on Sundays and feast days. 
Employ- 


ment of youthful or female labor in cer- 
tain kinds of factories, which U attended 
with special danger to health or morals, 
is forbidden, or made conditional on cer- 
tain regulations, by which night labol 
for female workpeople is especially for- 
bidden. In Germany, as in other coun- 
tries also.-women may not bo employed 


" in factories for acertain time after child- 


birth. 
In [Jesse;Darmstadt the medium 


duration of labor is from ten to twelve 
hours: the cases in which the latter time 
is exceeded being, however, more fre- 
quent than those in which the former is 
not exceeded 
The normal work day 


throughout Saxony in all the principal 
branches of industry is from 6 a. ru.-to 7 
p. m., with half an hour for breakfast, 
an hour for dinner and half an hour foi 
supper 
In the manufacturing industry 


there are departures from these hours. 
the period of work in spinning and 
•weaving mills not infrequently being 
twelve hours: 


ESTENSrvE LEGISLATION. 


In Austria the law provides that tin 


duration of work for factory hands shall 
not exceed eleven hours out of the twenty- 
four, "exclusive" of the periods of rest. 
These are not to be less in the aggregate 
than an hour and a half. The rule can 
be modified by the minister of commerce, 
in conjunction with the minister of the 
interior, allowing longer hours. 
The 


hours have been so extended to twelve 
hours in certain industries, such as spin- 
ning mills, and even to thirteen in silk 
manufactories. Sunday rest is enforced. 
In Hungary there is no limit laid down 
by law! but the hours are not generally 
longer than in Austria. 


.Concerning the actual hours of adult 


labor in Belgium, some difficulty is said 
to be experienced in getting at the facts. 
The evidence given before a Belgian 
royal commission showed that railway 
guards are sometimes on duty for fifteen 
and even nineteen and a half hours at a 
stretch; and 
the 
Brussels tramway 


drivers are at work from fifteen to seven- 
teen hours daily, with a rest of only an 
hour and a half at noon. Brickinakers 
work during the summer months sixteen 
hours a day 
In the sugar refineries the 


average hours are from twel ve to thirteen 
for men and from nine to ten for women. 
The cabinetmakers, both at Ghent and 
Brussels, assert that they have often to 
work seven ti.'en hours a day. 


In Switzerland the law provides that 


a normal working day shall not exceed 
eleven hours, reduced on Saturdays and 
public holidays to ten. Power is re- 
served for prolonging the working day 
in certain circumstances. 
Except in 


cases of absolute necessity Sunday labor 
is prohibited, and 
in establishments 


where uninterrupted labor is required 
each working hand must have one free 
Sunday out of two. Women cannot 
under any circumstances be employed in 
night or Sunday labor. Italy has not 
legislated for adults, but has made reg- 
ulations for child labor. Sweden ia in 
the same position. Spain and Portugal 
have done nothing. The general rule 
in the latter country, applying to old 
and young, is to work from sunrise to 
sunset, an hour and a half being allowed 
for meals. In the Netherlands a law 
•\vas recently promulgated to prevent ex- 
cessive and dangerous work by grown 
up women and young persons. 
In Tur- 


key the working day lasts from sunrise 
to sunset, with certain intervals "for re- 
pose and refreshment. In Russia, where 
there are no. laws affecting the hours of 
adult labor,"-the normal working daj 
in industrial establishments averages 
tw%lre hour*—St, James' Gazette. 


: • . , _ . . .-Scotch Names the Queerest. 


In England there is a great variety of 


personal nomenclature, and, though we 
have plenty of Smiths. Browns and Rob- 
insons, we have nothing approaching to 
ihe pgverty, in this respect, -which char- 
acterizes many localities in North Brit- 
ain. - In certain parts of Scotland, not 
only have the surnames been few, but 
there »-has been a strong disposition to 
ring the changes on a very few Christian 
names, with the result that the commu- 
nity, in its desire to distinguish between 


; persons of precisely the same name, has 
| been obliged to provide each with a.spe- 
' cial label, or "to-name;" by which he 
can.be known! A contributor to ;'Tlie 
Scotsman says that in the official list of 
voters in a Scotch fishing town occur 
such "to-names" as "Deadly," "Pum,". 
"Den," "Cock," "Post," "Bo," "San- 
dyke," "Helen's James," and so on. 


Such appellations as these are^not nec- 


essarily nicknames, as we understand 
them: Sometimes they are patronymics, 
sometimes they'are local in allusion, 
sometimes they refer to individual occu- 
pations, sometimes they are personally 
descriptive, sometimes -they are mere 
identifications, "signifying nothing." 


Occasionally they are simple varia- 


tions upon a single Christian name 
Thus it may be, one John Bruce, popu- 
larly . called "Jock." lias a son .named 
.William, who becomes -"Jock's WulL' 
His son, again, who is called William, 
becomes 
"Jock's 
Wall's Williamie," 


while the last named's son, if also called 
William, becomes "Jock's Wull's Wil- 
liamie's Wullsie." A further form is 
"\Vuilsikie," 
but that, 
probably,, ia 


rarely used. The system still obtains in 
Sootland, and if it were introduced into 
tiii.i country it might prevent some of 
tho confusion which exists among our 
John Smiths, Thomas Browns and Wil- 
liam Robinsons.—London Globe.

History of tbe Fork. 


It seems clear.enough', ha the light of 


negative evidence, that the few forks in- 
cluded in the silverware of-"the middle 
ages were not used as forks are used to- 
day. Since kitchen forks served as spits 
and for holding roasts, it is probable that 
the high born lords and ladies of those 
times, who only appear to have possessed 
these instruments, used their silver forks 
for toasting their bread at the Breakfast 
rcoin fire. There is some direct evidence 
that they were employed to hold sub- 
stances particularly disagreeable or in- 
convenient to handle, as toasted cheese, 
which would lea've an unpleasant smell; 
or sticky sugared dainties, or soft fruits, 
the juice of which would stain the fin- 
gers. 


Only one incident is related of the use 


of the fork in tho Nineteenth century 
fashion. This was by a noble lady of 
Byzantium who had married .a doge of 
Venice, and continued in that city to eat 
after her own-custom, cutting her meat 
very finely up and conveying it to her 
mouth with a two pronged fork. The 
act was regarded in Venice, according 
to Pietrus Damianus. as a sign of exces- 
sive luxury and extreme effeminacy. It 
suggests a probability that tl.j fashion 
of eating with forks originated at the 
imperial court of Byzantium and thence 
extended to tho west. Some hundreds 
of years had still to pass before, it could 
be domicili.ited in Europe, for this doge's 
Byzantine wife lived • in the Eleventh 
century, while the fashion of eating with 
forks did not become general till the 
Seventeenth century.—Exchange)

A Champion of Silver

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Senator Teller, 


at Colorado, to-day made an argument be- 
fore the Eouse Committee on Coinage on 
the subject of silver coinage. He expressed 
tiii disapprobation of the Windom bill, re- 
garding it SB hostile to Ihesilver-produomii 
interests of the country. 
He looked upon 


the silver question as one of the most im- 
jortant before Congress. It was not a 
local question, but was general in its na- 
inre, and the depression in business circles 
all over the world was largely die to tbe 
treatment of silver by the United StaU- 
Governinent. The Wtndom bill, he de- 
clared, was illogical, and was n Wall-street 
nobelior. 
It had been prepared by men 


*ho hud not studied tbe silver question, by 
oankers of New York, and bankers wert- 
aot thorough students of financial que«- 
\ons 
from a broad standpoint. It «as 


'ery likely, he said, that the price of silvi I 
vould be increased if the bill should be 
enacted into law, but he would cot support 
it on that account. He said tha proposi- 
ion to issue treasury notes in leturn foi 
tbe deport of silver bullion made if anp<ai 
as though nlver was merely a commodity, 
»nioh would go into various sao-treaonri t 
ind other places that; were to reoeiv. 
it,
